A special dispatch from Panama says. 
Peace at last dawns on the Isthmus. Gov. 
ernment troops from Cauca, 800 strong, un- 
der command of General Reyes, arrived here 
yesterday. A conference was held to-day 


between General Aizpuru, the rebel leader, 


Admiral Jouett and General Reyes, of 
the Colombian troops, at Commander 
McCalla’s headquarters. General Reyes 
demanded that General Aizpuru should 
surrender unconditionaliy. Commander Mc- 
Calla deciared that he would occupy the city 
again if the latter attempted to fight in the 
streets, and furthermore stated that he had 
made preparations for mov his forces 
against the rebel leader. t this Aiz 
puru became frightened, as he did not dare 
to meet the Colombian troops outside on the 
savannah. He finally consented to surrender 


at a pardon for political offences.
